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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-35 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

Species I: Directed toward a process of portfolio optimization that identifies 
and processes restricted securities (depicted in Figures 6-8). [Claims 14-16, 29-31] 

Species II: Directed toward a process of portfolio optimization that identifies 
and prevents wash sales (depicted in Figure 9). [Claims 17-18, 32-33] 

Species III: Directed toward a process of portfolio optimization that rebalances 
the portfolio based on a requested withdrawal or contribution (depicted in Figures 15A- 
15E). [Claims 20-24] 

Species IV: Directed toward a process of portfolio optimization that calculates 
the net tax position of the client associated with the financial portfolio (three approaches 
are depicted in Figures 11-13). [Claim 34] 

The species are independent or distinct because the specification describes each 
of the species as potentially separately patentable and mutually exclusive. The 
specification does not expressly clarify that a combination of these species can be used 
together as one unified methodology to optimize a portfolio; therefore, the Examiner has 
made the assumption that each species is separately patentable and mutually 
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exclusive. If this is not the case, Applicant should specifically point out (based on the 
original disclosure) why the species are not separately patentably and/or mutually 
exclusive. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1-13, 19, 25-28, and 35 are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election.
